When Saluting the Spanish War Ship 


that Fired Upon His Vessel OR 


the Coast of Cuba on His 


Homeward Passage. 


NEW VOBK, March 20.—The follow- 


ing aflidavit was drawn up and signed 
by Capt. Grossman yesterday forenoon: 


Capt. James A. Grossman, being- duly 


svvorn, depo~es and says: I have read 
in the morninjr papers of this day, 
Tuesday March 19, 1895, that the com- 
mander of the Spanish g-unhoat Conde 
de Venadito has made the statement 
that the steamship that was off Cape 
Maysi, Cuba, on the 8th day of March, 
1895, which was fired on by his gunboat, 
hoisted a British ensign in saluting him. 
In view of this statement, I do most 
solemnly swear that the flap hoisted 
on the staff of the steamship Allianca 
in saluting the Spanish gunboat oft' 
Cape Maysi, Cuba, on March 8, 1895, by 
my orders and in my presence, was the 
American ensign. This is the only 
flag used for such purposes, the national 


? of America."

Capt. Grossman stated that lie had a 


British ensign on board, as he had also 
French and Danish flags, which he 
was obliged to use when entering the 
ports of those islands in the West In- 
dies in the possession of the different 
countries. They are small flags, how- 
ever, he explained to the agent of the 
steamship company. 


In regard to the report that the Al- 


lianca is to carry rifles and other mu- 
nitions of war in her cargo when she 
sails to-day on her trip to Colombia, 
the agent of the line said that it was 
was quite true, though not at all re- 
markable or sensational. The com- 
pany carries arms to the Columbian 
government on nearly every outward- 
bound steamer. It was perfectly le- 
gitimate trade and violated no law. 
The steamer did not stop at any Cuban 
port, and the arms were not intended 
for the Cuban rebels. 


Capt. 'Grossman said the Spanish

WASHINGTON LETTEB. 


(From our Regular Correspondent.) 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 18,1895. 
Allowing that the facts are as they 


lave been stated by the captain and 
other officers of the Allianca, the lan- 
guage of Secretary Gresham's demand 
'or an apology from Spain and for the 
ssuing of such orders to the comman- 
ders of Spanish warships as will make it 
certain that no other vessel flying the 
United States flag and engaged in a 
egitimate business will be fired upon, 
was all right, although unnecessarily 
strong; but there was no occasion for 
such undue haste. Americans with all 
their other faults are credited by all 
the world with a love of fair play. It 
is therefore unfortunate that an Amer- 
ican Secretary of State has been guilt} 
of threatening a weaker nation upon an 
ex parte statement of a case, in the 
face, too, of an assurance from the 
Spanish minister that he would present 
a statement of the other side as soon as 
the Spanish authorities in Cuba could 
communicate with the gunboat which is 
charged with having fired atthc Allianca; 
and of the further assurance from the 
the Spanish minister that his country 
would apologize if the firing had taken 
place as charged unless it could be jus- 
tified in a manner satisfactory to this 
government. While it was thoroughly 
undiplomatic for the Spanish minister 
to have publicly criticized Secretarj 
Greaham's action, in ignoring his as- 
surances and making a direct demand 
which really is an ultimatum, upon 
Spain, it certainly is not surprising

IT WAS GEN. GARZA 


Who Fell in the Fight at Bocas del 


Toro, Colombia. 


FURTHER DETAILS OF THE BATTLE. 


Capture of the Insurgent*' Vessel—The 


Dead, Wounded and Prisoners— 


The Story of the Prisoners—An- 


other Invasion Expected. 


MOBILE, Ala., March SO.—The Regis- 


ter's correspondent at Bocas del Toro, 
United States of Columbia, under date 
of March 13, says: 


Identification of Gen. Catarino Eraz- 


mo Garza, slain in the attack on Bocas 
del Toro, is complete. Several letters 
were found on his body addressed to 
him, also a telegram. Individuals also 
identified him. 
Three times during 


the fight he advanced within ten feet 
of the barracks and called on 4he 
captain to surrender, and each time 
met with refusal. 
When killed he fell 


within twenty feet of the barracks. 
As he fell he bhouted: "Fire the 
town," and a rebel named Carto poured 
oil on a building between Wilson's 
store and the barracks and struck a 
match, but was shotdead in his tracks. 


The government soldiers captured a 


small schooner on the night the rebels 
came from Greytown. Five rebels were 
on board, but they jumped into the 
sea and escaped ashore. Those alone 
escaped to tell the tale of the defeat 


On board were found forty Winches- 


ters and a large number of cartridges. 
From this the inference is that Gar?a 
expected to have a larger force than 
that which appeared at Bocas. It is 
possible he anticipated that the force 
would have accessions at Bocas. 


Since the fight forty more govern- 


ment soldiers arrived from Colon. 


The total record of the battle is 


eleven dead, twenty-five wounded and 
thirty-five prisoners. Several of the 
wounded will die. The woman and 
baby who were shot are doing well. 


The prisoners say that they were 


signed as laborers at Greytown to 
work on banana plantations at Bocas. 
They sailed from Greytown February 
2 and visited Carecta, Costa Rica, 
where arms were taken on board and 
many more joined the 
expedition. 


When they arrived at Bocas, the arms 
were given them and they were told 
to fight or die. 


This story is not credited 
There 


was but one Colombian in the party. 
It is thought it was merely a pillaging 
expedition.

THE FOREIGN CLAIM 


Of the Shipment of Diseased American 


Cattle Shown to be Fnl«e. 


WASHINGTON, March 
20.—Monday, 


March 18, Secretary Morton and Dr. 
Salmon, the chief of the bureau of 
animal industry, visited the wharves 
at Baltimore of the Johnson line of 
steamships which carry cattle from 
the United States to European ports. 
They found upon peisonal inspection 
that the accommodations for cattle 
were entirely satisfactory, and that 
the condition of animals in transit in 
1894 was good. 


The same line transported from Bos- 


ton to London, during the same pe- 
riod, 19,00« head of fat cattle with a 
total loss of only thirty-three animals, 
making an average of one hundred and 
ninety thousandth of 1 per cent. 


In the face of the above facts, it will 


be difficult for Germany and France to 
make it appear that any diseased cat- 
tle have been shipped from the United 
States during the year 1894. In fact, 
it has been absolutely impossible, un- 
der the present rigid system of inspec- 
tion, to ship any diseased cattle.

DEMOCRATIC Orrtr TICKET. 


The Slate Went Through Unbroken 


at tbe Convention. 


The delegates to the Democratic city 


convention assembled at the council 
rooms last night and under the leader- 
ship of J. M. Gray, C.C. beforgee, D. D. 
Hill, Patrick Carroll, P. O. Datnrow, J. 
J. Donahue and H. M. Bragg the slate 
ticket was put up with a flourish of 
oratory. 


D. D. Hill, the city chairman called 


the delegates to order, and Secretary J. 
M. Gray read the official call. Patrick 
Carroll was elected temporary chairman 
and F. O. Damrow secretary. On motion 
of Mr. Leforgee the list of delegates as 
published in the Review was accepted 
as accredited delegates in the conven- 
tion. The temporary organization was 
made permanent on motion of Mr. Gray. 
Chairman Carroll then called for nomi- 
nations. 


C. C. Leforgee arose and with great 


solemnity, and with a generous flow of 
oratory, placed Harry C. Scanlan in nomi- 
nation for mayor. He gave Harry a great 
send-off which sounded a good deal like a 
sketch after death, but it wentdown with 
the delegates, who promptly endorsed 
the suggestion, and voted unanimously 
for Scanlan who was declared the nom- 
inee. Mr Leforgee's fling at other can- 
didates before the people was in bad 
taste and will not do him nor his party 
or party candidates any good. Mayor 
Moffit himself who sat through the con- 
vention, didn't have a word to say, but 
he was probably taking mental notes 
which will not be forgotten very soon 
Leforgee put his "foot in it" at several 
points during his address, but of course 
he will never confess that he made any 
mistake. 


Mr. Scanlan, the nominee was brought 


to the front by Mr. Leforgee, G. A. 
Ahrena and J. J. Donahue, aim Scanlan 
made a short speech expressing his 
thanks for the high honor conferred. 
He said he wanted a clean campaign with 
no mud slinging. 


Though worked pretty hard already) 


Mr. Leforgee again jumped into the 
arena, and after tearing off another lau- 
datory address, placed F. W. Wood in 
nomination for city clerk, and Mr. Wood 
was declared the nominee by acclama- 
tion. 


Then J M. Gray thought he would 


lift up his voice again in the interest of 
Democracy, and m a glowing speech, in 
which he took occasion to throw mud, 
placed C. C. Leforgee in nomination for 
city attorney.

Fruits 
Not Badly 
Damaged 


Throughout this 


Section. 


People are anxious to know what 


fruits we must rely on this season. For 
their benefit we give a statement made 
by a local horticulturist: Peaches eel 
dam stand 15 below zero without de- 
stroying the fruit buds, and this in- 
stance is no exception. From the re- 
ports we find that in many portions of 
the state all the buds are killed, while 
in other portions, and in especially 
protected locations there still (remain 
20,25 or 30 per cent of live buds. 
When we remember that there are 
nearly 100 buds [to one perfect peach 


can then realize that even this 


great 
destruction 
of 
buds 
does 


not certainly destroy the crop. Straw- 
berries, where not injured by drouth and 
where well covered, will give a good 
crop, but there are not a great many 
such patches. We can expect only a 
fair crop of strawberries. Blackberries 
are in good condition to give a fair 
crop. Grapes, hardy varieties, are in 
splendid condition and prospects good. 
Cherry buds are badly injured in some 
locations, but enough are left for a good 
crop if no further accidents happen 
Plums are in the same condition. Apple 
trees were never in better condition 
where the orchards are well cared for. 
Pears are in good condition to yet give a 
fair crop where trees are not injured by 
blight. As a whole, we cannot expect a 
very large crop of all fruits, yet we may 
safely predict a good supply of all ex 
cept peaches.

Pope at Borne. 


It Welsrhi More Than Mln« Hundred ai 


Seventy-One Carat* Which, In Avolr- 


dnpota. In Equivalent to Nearly 


Half a Pound. 


According to a cablegram receive! 


from London, the pope has receive 
from the president of the Tnmsvaa 
republic a diamond weighing 071 carats. 
The stone was found in the Jagersfon 
tein mines and is declared to be th 
largest known. 


The cablegram states that the mon 


ster diamond is of a bluish-white cas 
and practically perfect, its only blem 
ish being a tiny spot in the center, in 
visible to the naked eye. 


Why the president of the Transvaa 


republic has sent it to the pope is DO 
made clear. It is not to be supposed 
that he has made a present to his hoi 
ness of a stone valued at 11,000,000 
Probably his object was to get a free 
advertisement for his little republi 
and the big diamond found there. 


The Jewelers' Circular prints a pic 


ture of the diamond, showing its actna 
size. This was received from a corre 
spondent in South Africa.

lar presumes that the diamond referre< 
to is the one known as the Jagersfon 
tein Excelsior.

The outgoing ocean steamers on 


regular lines are not carrying many 
passengers these days, says the New 
York Sun, but an occasional transat- 
lantic excursion starts with a full 
complement. To witness the departure 
of such a steamer will convince one 
that the United States as a nation is 
far from being in pecuniary straits. 
Excursions to New Orleans, Florida or 
Montreal may be 'considered as side 
trips in comparison with a tour of 
many thousands of miles, crossing the 
ocean twice, taking in southern Europe 
and northern Africa, and requiring two 
or more months of time. It would seem 
as if the question of expense cut little 
figure when the manager of such a 
trip has succeeded in convincing people 
that they will get their money's worth. 


The experienced manager of any en- 


terprise of this kind knows that he 
must offer an apparent bargain. A 
shipload of, say, 500 passengers can be 
taken at much less than regular rates, 
and they will afford the promoter a 
handsome profit. Many months of 
preparation are required. In fact, the 
first move is made early in the preced- 
ing summer. The country is divided 
into states or sections, and representa- 
tive men are secured to vouch for the 
affair. In this business, as in many 
others, the best support comes from 
outside of New York. The proper sort 
of advertising matter is furnished to 
the district or state manager and is 
distributed not broadcast but to se- 
lected persons. The manager tries es- 
pecially to get one or more big men in 
each section, taking them free if neces- 
sary. An ex-congressman or senator 
or governor is a good, attractive card. 
So is a preacher of note. Once a person 
ecides to go he is expected to make a 
eposit as a guaranty -of good faith, 
nd some passengers pay the whole 
ost on the installment plan.

Death of Sfcmuel Ingham. 


Dr.,Samuel Ijlgham, an 
old and 


prominent citizen of DeWitt count\ aa,j 
father of A.C. Ingham, of Warr^npbuig, 
this county, died at his home mat 
Waynesville last Sunday morning ne 
had been sick for some time but \,as 
thought to be recovering when he sud 
denly died.

Dr. Ingham was born near CMllicothe, 


Rose county, Ohio, May 14, 1816 lie 
remained on the farm until 1847, v, hen 
he entered the Cincinnati Medical Col 
lege, from which institution he took hie 
degiee in the year 1850. He practiced 
medicine eight years, when his health 
failed and he was obliged to engage in 
other pursuits. In 1855 he moved to 
Waynesville, where he engaged m tho 
milling business till 1861, when he pur 
chased the form upon which he_ resided 
until his death. 


He was married March 23, 1843, .and 


enjoyed forty-nine years of domestic 
happiness, his wife being called from 
him in 1891. At the age of 21 he was 
converted and united witn the Method 
ist church, of which society he remained 
a member throughout his life He ne\ er 
took an active part in politics, was 
never a candidate and never held an 
office. He was, however, very decided 
in his views, being first a Whig and 
later a Republican. Some of his ances 
tors attained considerable prominunce 
in politics. One uncle served in Jack 
son's first cabinet and resigned on ac 
count of tbe famous Eaton affair. It is 
authoritatively stated that Samuel Ing 
ham was challenged to light a due! with 
Eaton, but cooler counsel prevailed and 
the fight was declared off.
